TREASURER’S REPORT: Jim Huffman gave the 
starting bank balance (as of 3/1/21) as $42,061.51. 
With deposits of $480 & $33 in membership dues plus 
$24 outgoing to Oakstone, the ending bank balance (as 
of 3/31/21) was $42,550.51. The starting petty cash 
balance was $526.46. With increases of $8.15 from 
the February auction & $42.00 from the 50-50, minus 
payments of $10.76 for engraving & $20.00 for door 
prizes, the ending petty cash balance was $545.85...but 
Jim also advised there was an add’! $34.00 taken in 
tonight for the 50-50, making the total pot $127.00.
